Results In a Row With a Fa- 


tal Termination 


CHALLENGE TO WRESTLE 


Declined by Them** Healey, and the 


Challenger, It Is Said, Struck a 
Blow Which Caused Death—Charge 
of Manslaughter Is Preferred 


Lynn, Mass., July 22.—Fred Burrill, 


22 years of age, a laborer, Is under ar- 
rest on tbe charge of manslaughter, in 
causing the death of Thomas Healey, 
aged 20, also a laborer, at West Lynn 
yesterday afternoon, during a quarrel, 
both men being under the influence of 
liquor. 


Burrill and Healey, together with 


William Healey aud Charles Meal, went 
to Hill's Field, West Lynn, to spend the 
afternoon, taking with them a quart of 
whisky, which they drank between 
them. They finally argtied o%er their 
strength. 
Burrlll wanted to wrestle 


With Thomas Healey, but the latter was 
so much under the influence of liquor 
that he would have nothing to do with 
Burrlll. 


This angered the latter, who Is said to 


have struck Healey in the face, knock- 
ii>£ him down. 
He then, it is claimed, 


struck Healey 
again, after he was 


down. 
WlUlarn Healey grabbed Bur- 


rill by th« throat and chocked him until 
he promised to let Thomas alone. 
Thomas lay motionless on the ground, 
and Burrill, the others say, wanted to 
dump him over a wall. 
This they 


would not aflow him to do. and then he 
tried to borrow a wheelbarrow to wheel 
him from the field, but conlil not obtain 
one. Then he left the others and went 
home. 


The two other men became alarmed 


at Thomas Healey's condition, and, af- 
ter1 trying to remove him, tttey went 
for Dr. Frazier, but. when tha Blatter 
had reached the field be announced 
that Healey had been 4ead fully 10 
minutes. 


The police were notified, and the body 


was brought to a local undertaker's. 
The police went to Bun-ill's honse, 
where he was f ouad in bed, and arrested 
him. 


He refused to any anything about the 


affair, claiming that he does not re- 
member , having any trouble with 
Healey. 
He does remember going to 


West Lynn with the three men, and that 
they had a quart of whisky with them, 
but further than that he claims to have 
no recollection. 


Medical Examiners Finkbam and 


Newhall made an autopsy upon Healey's 
body, reaching the conclusion that death 
w:is due to concussion of the braJn, 
caused by a blow over the left eye. 
A bad bruise was found over the loft 
eye and there was a large clot of blood 
on the brain.

Brown was employed at the Hotel

Before that h' 


bad worked "at the Thvr&dike, and It 
was at the latter place that he became 
acquainted with the woman. Mrs. 
Crowell -was twice married, and upon 
her first husband's-death phe obtained 
employment In tbe check room of the 
Thorndlke. 


She and Brown, who Is a light colored 


mulatto, were frequently together, but 
not often enough to excite comment. 
One and a half years ago she married 
Hiram H. Crowell, and they engaged 
rooms at the Rexford. It is supposed 
that Brown never lost sight of the 
woman he had known so well at the 
Thorndike. Brown bad the afternoon 
off yesterday, and he engaged a livery 
team and took Mrs. Crowell out riding, 
returning about S o'clock. He took the 
team to the stable, and Mrs. Crowell 
went to her apartments. Coming back 
to the Rexford, Brown wrote a note and 
sent It up to Mrs. Crowell's room by 
O'Connor, following the latter himself 
to the door. 
Mrs. Crowell came from 


j her room, read the note which was 


handed to her by O'Connor, then tore 


j it into pieces.

The police endeavored to 
take care of Manning, but the latter fled 
in haste, with his enemy in close pur- 
suit. 
One of the officers ordered Raf- 


ferty to halt, and fired his revolver in 
way of emphasizing bis command. 
Finding himself in a tight place, Raf- 
fertj turned on the officer nearest him. 
The officer again discharged bis re- 
volver and the man fled to the woods. 


Not knowing that they had wounded 


him, the officers telephoned to Ashland 
for assistance. 
Early Sunday morning 


the officers surrounded Rafferty's house. 
When it was entered, the occupant was 
found in bed, with two bullet holes 
through his body. He was very weak 
from his experience of the night before. 
As soon as possible he was removed to 
the Boston hospital. 
He was shot 


through the back twice, one bullet hav- 
ing penetrated the kidneys. 
It is 


thought the chances are against his re- 
covery. 


Manning was considerably cnt and

The doctrine of George 
Washington, "To be prepared for war 
la the most certain means of securing 
peace," hae, never been better exempli- 
fied than <n the last three years.

the United States at Slvas, Turkey, 
has just made public an

that deserves more than

comment, coming, as it does, closely 
on the heels of the payment by Tur- 
key of American claims (or American 
property damaged during the 
late 


Armenian outrages, a, payment that 
has absolutely astonished Europe. 
• At th* time these outrages occurred 
Senator Lodge was assailed with hy-

the conquest of Tamerlane* with an 
absolute confirmation of the statement 
of Senator Lodge. He says: 


"The result of the Spanish war 


made a great Impression on the peo- 
ple in the east and raised the United 
States In tho popular estimation in 
an immense degree. The Oriental can- 
not conceive of power existing In a 
nation without having the outward 
and visible expression of It. He only 
regpects authority as it exhibits force 
For this reason the United States has 
seemed to him a nation scarcely 
worthy of notice since it waged no 
wars and its diplomatic and consulai 
representatives wore no gold braid or 
other insignia of power. But when he 
heard how Spam was crushed in nine- 
ty days, and how her fleets were ut- 
terly annihilated without the loss of a 
nan or ship on the part of the con- 
querera, the respect he acquired for 
the Stars and Stripes was Immediate 
and profound. American life and prop 
erty today are safer in the Middle 
Orient because of Manila and San- 
tiago." 


There is not the slightest doubt that 


indirectly the Spanish-American war 
has -enormously added not only to 
American prestige but to the security 
of American citizens and of American 
property all over the world. The 
payment of this Turkish indemnity is 
only one of the first fruits. The com- 
ing success of the open-door policy in 
China is unquestionably another. For 
nearly three decades the United States 
had not shown any especial intention 
of punishing those who molested its 
citizens in foreign parts. It is nov, 
pretty generally understood that as 
England 
sometime since punished 


King Theodore of Abysssima for out- 
rages committed on British subjects, 
even in that remote region, so the 
United States today Is prepared to 
protect her citizens in any part of the 
world. 


The respect for the United States 


which Consul Jewett has noticed as 
now existing la the half-forgotten dig 
trie's of Western Asia exists in equal 
force in Eastern Asia, John Barrett, 
late United States minister to Slam, 
tells an Interesting story 
of dining 


.with the viceroy of a remote Chinese 
province just after the Spanish war. 
In the course 
of conversation the 


mandarin 
said 
to 
him, 
"I

my 
province, 


which 
contains 
seventy

lion souls, that ten million are aware 
that there has been a war for su- 
premacy in Asiatic wafers, and that a 
nation called Spam has been driven

mind abroad is not a benefit to the 
American people? 


HEARING THE DANGER POIITO 


It wouid seem that the danger point 


is being reached in the great steel 
strike. The mine workers' strike, un- 
der Mitchell, was. and the steel strike 
so far, under Shaffer, has "been so far 
free from acts of \iolence that the 
hope was that violence in a gieat la- 
bor contest was becoming a thing of 
the past The street car strikes seem 
to be exceptions. But at present there 
is something disquieting in the situ- 
ation in Pennsylvania. 
The report 


has got abroad and has gained cred- 
ence that the steel combine will to- 
day, 
or in the near future open some 


of itg closed mills with 
non-union 


workers and protect them with court 
injunctions, deputies and the militia. 
It is true that no official announce- 
ment to this effect has been 
made, 


but the report comes £rom sources that 
impress the strike leaders as reliab'e. 
An official of the steel trust is credited 
with the statement 
When President 


Shaffer of the Amalgamated assocla. 
tion was shown the statement Sat- 
urday night, telegraphed from New 
York to Pittsburg, hJ said. 


"It seems to me increeible that J, 


Plerpont Morgan should take the step 
he has taken He n&s set the signal 
for riot and violence. He has made an 
aoceal 'o lawlessnes. 


"Now 
let him open his mills, get his 


injunctions, post his deputies and in- 
cite the men. 
We ran point to tfris 


statement and say that was the start- 
ing point. He flung down the chal- 
lenge 


"1 have yet to be convinced that 'he 


Amalgamated association cannot stand 
the strain as long as 
Morgan's mil- 


lions. If the charge tha* we are co- 
ercing 'ion-union men continues to be

should be universally condemned—as

as if that would matter-if 


they rush to the courts and to the re- 
sort of armed protection before one 
act of -\ioience or lawlessness of any 
character 
has been committed. I* 


is their privilege to stait their mills 
with non-union men, but not until it 
is shown that such non-union men are 
in danger and that the mill prope-ty 
is insecure should the courts or armed 
guards re called into service. The ef- 
fect of such a course would be to In- 
vite lawlessness. 


However, it is no' likely that in- 


junctions, deputies or militia can be 
obtained until need *or them is shown. 
The courts and the officers of the law 
have regard ofr the nublic peace.

COMMERCIAL BACTERIA. 


Berebrtlons of tbe Productive Value 


of Microbe*. 


lu the rapid advance of bacteriology 


discoveries are constantly being made 
which show the importance of microbes 
In tbe practical industries of everyday 
life. Recent investigations into tlie 
processes of bread making, brewing, 
tanking, wine making, vinegar making, 
butter making and sugar making show 
that changes which bare long been sup- 
posed to result from chemical action 
are really the work of microscopic liv- 
ing organisms. In oil these Industries 
It Is the province of bacteriologists to 
find out tbe particular microbe which 
should be utilized to secure the best re- 
sults, and Much investigations as bare 
been made and described by Mr. Sam- 
uel C. Prescott of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, to name the 
latest writer on the subject, have led to 
tho founding of a new science now rec- 
ognized under the name of "industrial 
biology." 


Even hi the textile manufactures mi- 


crobes have been found to have their 
utility. As the farmer's w.lfe, without 
knowing It, "ripened1' her cream for 
churning with bacterial assistance and 
thus secured the characteristic butter 
flavor, so in the separation of the fibers 
of hemp, flax and jute these micro- 
organisms have long been employed 
wltbout Its being suspected that such 
was the fact. Flax, for example, Is the 
"bast" fibor of tbe flax plant, and in 
order to separate it for tbe manufac- 
ture of linen it Is necessary to dissolve 
a gummy, resinous substance which 
binds the flexible fibers to those which 
are brittle and useless. This Is done by 
a process known as "retting," the stems 
being gathered in bundles and then set 
In rivers or ponds where the gum, In- 
soluble In water alone, Is attacked by 
the bacteria which the water contains 
and go decomposed or fermented that 
the fibers can be easily parted. The wa- 
ters of certain streams have thus be- 
come famous for their effect on flax, as, 
for instance, the water of tbe river Ly$, 
in Belgium, which hae evidently be- 
come planted with the particular bacte- 
ria most suitable for this particular 
operation. 


It has been suggested that even the 


changes in the tobacco leaf which give 
a good cigar Its distinguishing aroma 
arc due to a special kind of bacteria 
which may be colonized and afterward 
"seeded" in other varieties of tobacco 
This Is but one of tho problems of In- 
dustrial biology which still await a so 
lutlon and which If rightly solved 
would vitally affect many of the great 
commercial Interests of the country.

Here is tb» story of the Posbnrg 


tragedy, for which young Bobert S. 
Fosburg is charged with the shooting 
ana killing of bis sister in their homo 
at Pittsfleld, Maes: 


May li. Fosburg, 18 years old, the 


daughter of Bobert L. Fosburg, a con- 
tractor, was shot some time before 1:30 
o'clock ou tue morning of Aug. 20,1900, 
saya the New Yorlt Times. At that 
hour the fire alarm whistle of the town 
began to blowi and it was found that 
the summons came from a box situated 
near tbo Fosburg residence. The po- 
lice arrived at 148 o'clock and were 
told that burglars bad broken into the 
house of tbe Fosburgs and that they 
had shot and killed Miss Fosburg. Tbe 
body was found lying partly in the bed- 
room which had been occupied by the 
young woman. The first outsider to 
see the body was Dr. Seofleld. 
He 


found that a bullet bad entered her 
body immediately above the heart 
Powder marks were on the nightdress. 
The bullet, !t was afterward alleged, 
fitted Into the revolver of young Fos- 
burg, as did a second bullet which was 
found Imbedded in a comb box stand- 
ing on tlie bureau in a room adjoining. 


The family gave out the story that 


burglars hod entered the bouse and had 
killed the young woman, and on the 
strength of the statement searching 
parties scattered in all directions even 
before the details of tbe crime within 
the Iiome were fully understood. No 
burglars or suspects were found in the 
neighborhood. 


On tbe night of the shooting young 


Fosburg and his wife occupied one of 
the rooms in the house of bis parents. 
Another room was occupied oy the par- 
ents themselves, another was used by 
May L. Fosburg and by her 14-year-old 
sister Beatrice, and still another was 
used by Miss Bertha M. Sheldon, a vis- 
itor from Providence. 


tTpon examination It was found that 


a screen ID a window of an unoccupied 
room had been pushed outward upon 
the roof of a balcony immediately out- 
side. Tbe screen itself was found in- 
tact, but one corner of it, where the 
two sections were mltcred together, 
was broken and split. Under tbe bal- 
cony, in a number of newly dug flower 
beds, two footprints were discovered, 
both pointing toward the house; also a 
No, 7 derby |iat, light in color, the 
sweat band of the hat missing. This 
was afterward found in the bouse by 
tbe police. 


In tbe bouse many burned matches 


were found along tbe hallways. Under 
the bed of young Fosburg was a 44 
caliber revolver. A patent leather cloth 
top button shoe,! size 8%, was also 
found. Continuing tbe search for the 
burglars, a pair of trousers, later Iden- 
tified as belonging to young Fosburg, 
was found In tbe garden several rods 
froca the bouse. Several pairs of socks 
were found near tbe trousers, and with- 
in 100 yards of these were found pil- 
lowcases apparently hastily tnrned 
into masks. On one of tbe posts sup- 
porting tbe balcony the muddy finger 
marks of a man's band were plainly 
shown. 


The state authorities maintain that 


young Fosburg shot his sister during 
a family quarrel, the builet being In- 
tended not for tbe sister, but for anoth- 
er member of the family. The Fos- 
burgs declare tbat on tbe nlgbt of tbe 
shooting three burglars entered tbe 
bouse, wblcb is on tho outskirts of tbe 
town, and tbat tbe men bid In tbe attic. 
Later, tbe family maintains, tbe men, 
went down to the spare room, where 
they found young Fosburg's revolver. 
This was in a bureau in tbe spare room. 
After the revolver had been obtained, 
according to tbe family, tbe burglars 
ripped the pillowcases from tbe bed 
and made masks of them. Mr. Fos- 
bnrg, Sr.. said that be was awakened 
by a light in tbe ball and tbat as he 
opened bis eyes be found a man stand- 
Ing over him. He Jumped to his feet 
and grappled with tbe intruder, knock- 
ing tbe revolver out of bis hand. Tbls 
is said to be tbe revolver which was 
afterward found under tbe bed. Then 
another burglar came in and knocked 
Mr. Fosburg unconscious. 


At this time, young Fosburg says, bis 


sister May ran out of ber room and 
as she appeared was sbot by tbe sec; 
ond burglar. Fosburg says he caught 
her as sbe fell and, resting ber on the 
floor, seized tbe burglar wbo bad fired 
tbe shot Tbe man, however, ran away, 
and, jumping through tbe screen in the 
window of the spare room, be tnrned 
and fired a second shot 
A second 


burglar went tearing by Fosburg In 
tbe darkness and followed tbe first 
man through tbe window on to the bal- 
cony. The third burglar took to tbe 
stairs. By this time Mr. Fosburg bad 
regained consciousness and came to the 
assistance of bis son, wbo collapsed. 
Then Mr. Fosbnrg, Sr., opened a win- 
dow and cried, giving tbe alarm. 


Tbe search commenced that night for 


tbe burglars, continued all night and 
for many days afterward. Mr. Fosburg 
offered large rewards for tbe capture 
of tli0 murderer of bis daughter, and 
others added to tbe fund. No clewa 
tbat could lead to tbe burglars were 
discovered. Tbe coroner held an In- 
quest, but it was never considered, and 
no report was filed, though the Foe- 
burgs bad testified on tbat occasion.

The doctor drove to the house at

The doctor next went through the

The" only 
firm or person liable to make a pro- 
test would be William Upton, and b.3 
states emphatically that he has not 
entered a word of complaint against 
Sir. Hebert, the senior member of 
'the Hebert firto being Napoleon He- 
bert 


The license -which Mr. Hebert" holds 


fs one of the fifth class, which Is the 
same as held by Neyland & Quinn, 
and Mr. Hebert contends that it per- 
mits him to carry on a bottling busi- 
ness- as is done by the various bottling 
firms in North Adams inasmuch as it 
is the same kind of a license. 
Tha 


"license restricts the holder to the sale 
of bottled liquor containing less than 
15 p«r cent of alcohol, but it mak*s 
»o stipulations regarding the manner 
in -which the bolder shall get his 
liquors, thus 
enabling- him to buy 


them in barrels and bottle them. This 
version of the license has been given 
Mr. Hebert by two lawyers and upon 
its strength he has purchased an ap- 
paratus for bottling and is ready for 
business. His license will not permit 
•him selling more than five gallons at 
one sale. 
^_ 


The price which Mr. Hebert paid 


for his license is $150. The price of a 
bottler's license in North Adams is 
' |1000. The license held by the North 
Adams bottlers is the fifth class as 
secured by Mr. Hebert. In Adams the 
price is $800. Mr. Hebert says that 
•when he applied he had in mind the 
plan of bottling his own goods and 
that if he had not been permitted to 
do this he would not have taken out 
the license. He says that he could 
not compete with the North Adams 
dealers if he had to buy Ws^quor al- 
ready bottled. ,

Little Work Do«« la the Afternoon. 


WUe Formers Beiume at Dnik and 
Work tor Lantern 
Cauie* by- 
Cattle LoBt. 
Days like these on the open prairli 


iwest are trials of physical endurance 
apt to turn the heart cf a tenderfoot 
against the beauty of his surroundings, 
says the special correspondent of th« 
New York Post, writing under the dat« 
of July 12 from Wichita, Kan. Th« 
sun swelters out one's ambition, waves 
of heat mow down the green grasa 
and the yqllow, seared corn puts hop* 
below par. Heat on the prairie wesl 
is vastly different from that in New 
York. It is less dangerous to human 
life, but more deadly in its effect upon 
all vegetation. This la becanse of th« 
absence of humidity out here. 
Th» 


•wind flnds a full sweep over the wid« 
plains. Often it is a hct wind, too, 
which is more detested than welcomed. 
But it is a breeze nevertheless, and il 
one's face is fanned by a wind he can 
ewelter through a furnace heat and 
survive. 
* 


Summer In prairie life begins In July, 


The 'boom of the cannon is always a 
•welcome sound to the farmer, for gen 
erally a dry spell has then begun, and 
rain, he believes, is sure to follow the 
Fourth. This year farmers of southern 
Kansas collected large sums of money 
among themselves and spent it in can- 
nonading. Their hope was to bring 
rain. As night fell no clouds appeared. 
Groups of discouraged farmers drove 
across the hot sod and talked over the 
prospects of a .corn crop. Indeed i< 
seemed poor enough unless rain fell 
soon. At midnight the^clouds gather- 
ed, and at 2 o'clock one-quarter of an 
Inch of water covered the glass jar on 
the farmhouse roof. Next morning one 
could not have noticed the difference 
Jn the soil, for that amount of rain 
does little good in a drought. When 
the soil becomes well heated, a heavy 
rainfall for two days will do no more 
than moisten it 


Men here wear big strong hats and 


loose, thin clothing. 
They would go 


barefoot, but the earth is too hot for 
their flesh to touch. Leaves from the 
cotton-weed tree • are plucked, doused 
into a pail of water and laid under the 
hat crown, thus keeping the worst of 
the heat from the head, for a time, at 
least This scheme of keeping the Jicad 
cool is repeated several times in the 
forenoon, oftener toward 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, when the sun is hottest. 
In the afternoon, however, the wind 
dies down on the prairie, and generally 
from 1 to 3 o'clock little work is done 
in the open. The waves of heat can 
be seen dancing across the open plains, 
and birds and animals of all kinds 
seek the shade. In the towns nearly 
all business is brought to a standstill 
on a hot summer afternoon. 
In the 


country little work is done, except in 
harvest time. 


Gathering in the wheat is one of the 


most trying times to the prairie farm- 
er. From July 1 to Aug. 10 is the fa- 
vorite and proper time to cut and 
thrash the crop. Men have to be im- 
ported from the east to do this work, 
and they are unused to the hot glare 
of the prairie sun. One by one the 
farmhands fall under the shade of a 
shock of wheat and lie in a stupor. 
Prostrations are many, but sunstrokes 
are few. The wind buoys them up 
against a complete prostration, but 
they become so dizzy and weak as not 
to be able to go on with the work. Then 
the farmer has to get other hands or 
postpone the work, which is almost 
ruinous. Nowadays, however, with the 
improved machinery, sunshades cover 
everything, and wise farmers do not 
work their men In the afternoons, but 
resume at dusk and work by lantern 
light Many large farmhouses today 
are equipped with electric fans in the 
harvest time, so that the farmhands 
may sleep In the afternoon and work 
at nigbt 


Stock find summer the period of their 


suffering. 
At one time in Kansas, 


Nebraska and other prairie states the 
bleak winter killed the herds by the 
thousands, but now the blizzard seems 
to have lost its power to barm. But the 
hot summer sun empties the creeks of 
their water, and there is no rain to re- 
fill them. Grass dries up and loses its 
sweet taste. Even worse than the chill 
blast of winter does the hot wind pene- 
trate the bides of the cattle, causing 
them to grow lean and die. This sum- 
mer thousands of full grown steers fell 
In western Kansas simply because they 
could get no water or fresh pasturage. 


As summer progresses In a year like 


this the farmer's face grows long, and 
despair Is1 written on the features of 
the housewife. Merchants sell out their 
stocks at a sacrifice, predicting a crop 
failure and bard times. Real estate 
agents lower the prices of their prop- 
erty, nnd county bonds drop as the 
prices of corn and hay soar upward. 
It is not until late fall, when the first 
heavy rains begin to fall, when tha 
corn crop is gathered and found to be 
not half so badly damaged as reported, 
when the farmers pull out their baga 
of money, which have come from a 
bounteous, wheat crop, and the mer- 
chant cancels his intention to leave the 
country, that a prairie country will talk 
prosperity.

Between 50 and 55 years of age, tall, 


slender and graceful, Theodore Shaffer 
has been compelled to forego Intel- 
lectual labor, except that thrust upon 
him at intervals as president of the 
Amalgamated association. As a boy he 
used the housings of the rolls la the 
mills where he worked for his black- 
board. 
There he gained bis rudi- 


mentary education. He took up alone 
the study of Latin and Greek, San- 
skrit, the modern languages, literature 
and the usual preparatory branches. 


In the strength of the thirties he be- 


came a Methodist Episcopal minister 
at ConnellsviJle, Pa., and latex was in 
charge of the Methodist Episcopal 
church at Brownsville, Pa., the birth- 
place of James ,O, Elaine. 
For His 


years he labored with might and main, 
driven by his unfortunate temperament, 
and not until at the very verge of men- 
tal disaster did be relinquish bis charge 
and go back to the mill. He read noth- 
ing; he entered into no discussions re- 
quiring effort—all to preserve his mind. 
Even now his physicians say that noth- 
ing save physical labor will prolong liis 
life and maintain his intellect. He left 
the ministry at Monongahela City, Pa., 
In 1889, returning to the Leechburg 
sheet mill. He succeeded M. M. Gar- 
land as president of the Amalgamated 
association in 1806. 


DEVICES TO COOL THE AIR, 


Wet Window Screen* and BOTV!» of 
Quicklime SnfffmttA 
For Dog Dar*. 


"There are several devices that may 


Be used to cool the air during the dog 
days," writes Maria Parloa in The La- 
dies' Home Journal for August, "A 
modified form of the tattle employed 
in India for this purpose could be 
made in any country bouse. On frames 
like those used for window screens 
tack enough narrow tapes to make a 
support for a thick bed 'of grass. Now 
cover with Ion? grass, fastened to the 
frame by sewing with twine. 
These 


screens should be placed In the win- 
dows and kept wet 
The air passing 


through them is cooled. 
A garden 


syringe may be used to spray them 
with water. Three or four of these 
screens will do a great deal toward 
keeping the air In the house cool and 
freah. 


"A similar screen may be made by 


covering a frame with coarse flannel, 
"which should be kept wet. It is not 
so effective as the grass screen, and the 
flannel dries more quickly than the 
grass. A still simpler device is to have 
wet flannel over the ordinary screen, 
wetting the flannel from time to time. 
Some of the moisture may be removed 
from the atmosphere by placing large 
lumps of quicklime in earthen bowls 
about the rooms." 


Mmlo From the Electric A*c. 


A London electrician, Mr. W. Dud- 


dell, recently exhibited a novel musical 
Instrument, composed of a series of 
electric arc lights, which played a 
popular air, says the Kansas City 
Times. When the current Is passing 
through solid carbons, they give off a 
musical sound, and by placing a shunt 
across the carbons connected with the 
keyboard Mr. Duddell was able to 
vary the sounds through* the scale of 
two octaves. The keyboard served to 
vary the self induction and capacity 
In the shunt circuit, and by employing 
four arcs the Intensity of the sounds 
was made sufficiently great

The feat of the French submarine 


boat Gustave Zede in attaching a dum- 
my torpedo under water to the hull of 
the turret ship Jsuregulberry ia of in- 
terest in Itself, but Important chiefly 
6s showing the extent to which man'a 
control of "the waters under the earth" 
has reached. 


Although attempts to produce sub- 


marine vessels have been made for 
centuries past, it Is only within the 
last four or flve years that one of them 
baa attained a measure of success, 
Says the New York Sun. That attempt 
was made by Mr. John P. Holland of 
New York city, who. after 30 years of 
trial and failure, at last produced the 
vessel named for him, the Holland. 
Mr. Holland's first submarine vessel 
was built during the sixties. His first 
successful vessel was launched in 1897, 
tested continuously by the government 
for many months and finally bought 
for the navy. 
$ 


The success of this vessel attracted 


attention from foreign navies, and the 
French at once began again energetic- 
ally experiments in submarine naviga- 
tion which had languished for some 
years. On our part we began a vessel 
named the Plunger, a larger boat than 
the Holland and intended to be an im- 
provement over the first. Many changes 
In the equipment were made, but the 
result, as appears from an item in a 
recent issue of the above mentioned 
paper, has not been successful, and 
radical changes must be made, bring- 
ing her back nearly to the form of the 
Holland, before she can attain suc- 
cess. 


In the meantime six other submarine 


boats of the real Holland type were or- 
dered by the navy department Four 
of these, the Adder, Moccassia, Por- 
poise and Shark, are building at Eliza- 
bethport nnd two, the Grampus and 
Pike, at San Francisco. These are all 
of 120 tons displacement. They will 
be 631-3 feet long, 11% feet beam and 
will have a gas engine developing 160 
horsepower for propulsion on the sur- 
face and an electric motor operated by 
storage batteries and developing 70 
horsepower for under water operations. 
They will carry flve Whitehead torpe- 
does, which can be discharged when 
the vessel is submerged or on the sur- 
face, at rest or at full speed. 


The French navy has not used the 


Holland system, but has developed one 
of its own, apparently with great suc- 
cess. The Gymnote, launched In 1888, 
was not wholly successful, but the 
Gustave Zede, built In 1893, has within 
a few months been brought to a high 
state of perfection. The Morse and the 
Narval have also been proved valuable, 
and besides the ten other submarines 
now afloat or building the French gov- 
ernment has just ordered the construc- 
tion of 20 more, ten to be built at Tou- 
lon, on the Mediterranean; six at Roche- 
fort and four at Cherbourg, on the At- 
lantic coast. 


Great Britain affected at first to dis- 


regard the submarine boat experiments 
of our own and the French navies, tmt 
within a few months the news leaked 
out that the admiralty had ordered 
flve vessels of the Holland type, which 
are now under construction by the 
Vlckera-Maxim company. These ves- 
sels are duplicates of tliose building 
for the United States. Italy and Nor- 
way are experimenting with subma- 
rines also, the former country having 
In band the Delfino, of 107 tons dis- 
placement, while the Norwegian navy 
proposes to build six Holland vessels. 
Sweden, too, has taken up the subject, 
but is inclined to approve a system de- 
vised by a Swedish engineer named 
Enroth rather than to follow the Hol- 
land type. The Enroth boat is of 146 
tons displacement when submerged 
and uses steam and condensed air for 
submarine propulsion. She will carry 
four Wbitehead torpedoes. 


Almost every navy has carried sub- 


marine vessels of some sort on its list 
for years. Turkey, has bad two such 
vessels since 1886, and, as seen above, 
the successful Gustave Zede was 
launched in 1803. But it is owing to 
the success of the Holland that the 
Etudy of submarine warfare baa re- 
ceived such an Impetus.

BIG ENGINE BREAKS DOWN 


Lively rime at the Electric Light Plant 


Tunnel Fan is Stopped 


The big ne\v engine installed about 


three months ago at the electric light 
plant broke down.Saturday evening at 
about 7.30 o'clock and 
made things 


lively for a short time, till the steam 
was shut off_ 
The engine is a 900 


horse 
power' Fitchburg cross com- 


pound densing engine and was put in 
for reserve power, which it is very 
necessary for a lighting company to 
have, it was used, however, to fur- 
nish power for the Hoosac tunnel yen 
tliatiag- fan, and was also in use at 
the time of the breakdown to run the 
incandescent light system. The other 
machines were started up at once and 
the public suffered no inconvenience, 
the incandescent light being shut off 
for a short time that the trouble was 
hardly noticed. The tunnel fan can- 
not be run till the engine is repaired, 
and this will be done at once. The 
makers of the engine were 
notified 


promptly and there will be no delay 
in putting the great machine in order. 


The part that gave 
out was the 


rocker arm that connects with the ec- 
centric strap. Tliis arm is a 
large 


steel rod, which was badly twisted and 
bent before the engine could be stop- 
ped. F. D. Streeter, the engineer in 
charge at the time, handled the mat- 
ter well, and his prompt action pre- 
vented much plater damage. ,How 
much it will cost to repair the en- 
gine is not kn'own, but it will be .con- 
siderable. 
The cost of the machine 


was about $10,000. The advantage of 
having abundant reserve power at the 
station is plainly shown by this in- 
cident, for if there had not been a 
good supply to fall back on the city 
would 
have 
been 
seriously incon- 


venienced.
